Founder’s Day, 45th Anniversary 
of the Kinsmen Association, was 
celebrated by Vulcan Kinsmen on 
Thursday evening, Fob. 18. There 
were 22 Kinsmen and their wives 
present for supper, served in the 
banquet room of the Vulcan Cafe. 

This being a regular meeting 
night, a short business session was 
held following supper, chaired by 
President Dick Warren. During 
the meeting the president present¬ 
ed Jerry Anderson with his past- 
president’s pin. 

At the close of the meeting Kin 
Larry Mitchell was called on by 
the president to give a short 
commentary on the Association of 
Kinsmen. Mr. Mitchell stated that 
it was 45 years ago, Feb. 20, 1920, 
that Harold A. Rogers formed the 
club in the city of Hamilton, Ont., 
and that now there arc approxi¬ 
mately 400 clubs with a member¬ 
ship of over 12,000. The as¬ 
sociation is purely Canadian and 
reaches from coast to coast with 
members aged 21 to 40 years.

The second session of the 15th 
Legislature opened Thursday, Feb. 
18, and again this year I would 
like to report to you on the session's 
highlights and progress. These re¬ 
ports will have several purposes in 
mind to acquaint you with current 
legislation; to outline reasons for 
implementation of policy and to 
keep you the people in contact with 
legislative body. Again I repeat “An 
enlightened citizenry is the strong¬ 
est force in a democratic society." 

During the past weeks I have 
been holding Pre-Session meetings 
in or near your areas. Along with 
discussing matters of concern to 
the area, I asked for opinions on 
the following: Charging for Sun¬ 
day Sports, Daylight Saving Time, 
Liquor advertising in papers, Cen¬ 
tennial projects, Hunting licence 
regulations, Private game farms, 
censorship, and Welfare programs. 
Now if anyone would like to still 
volee an opinion on these topics, 
contact me by letter at the Legis¬ 
lative Buildings, Edmonton. 

To help you understand my com¬ 
ments on Bills presented in the 
current house sitting, I would like 
to discuss the steps in passage of 
a bill. 

A bill is a statute in draft, and 
cannot become law until it has re¬ 
ceived the approval of the Legis¬ 
lative Assembly and the consent of 
the Lieutenant Governor. There¬ 
fore, Parliament must have oppor¬ 
tunities to consider all bills in 
general principle and detail. Every 
bill must pass through a number 
of stages. 

Every bill is introduced upon 
Motion for Leave, specifying the 
title of the Bill. The first stage in 
the passage of the bill after its 
introduction is called “first read¬ 
ing.” When any Bill is presented 
by a member, the question, "That 
this bill be now read a first time" 
shall be decided without debate. 
This is a formal stage in the pass¬ 
age of a Bill. The short title of 
the Bill is read by the Clerk of the 
Assembly ami the Bill is ordered 
to be printed. 

The second stage, called “second 
reading,” is the most important 
stage through which the bill has 
to pass. At this stage, the general 
application and desirability of the 
Bill are discussed and debated. 
However, matters of detail are left 
to a later stage. When the under¬ 
lying principle of the Bill has been 
discussed, the cabinet minister in¬ 
troducing the Bill moves, "that the 
Bill be now read a second time.” 
At the conclusion of debate on se¬ 
cond reading, a vote is taken. If 
the Bill passes second reading, it 
moyes on to the Committee of the 
Whole Assembly 

This is the stage at which a Bill 
is considered in very close detail, 
clause by clause, line by line, and 
sometimes word by word. In pro¬ 
ceedings in committee ol the Whole 
Assembly, the preamble and title 
are at first postponed. Then every 
clause is considered in its proper 
order. Once this is done, the pre¬ 
amble and title are considered. 

The Committee of the Whole 
Assembly goes through a Bill in de¬ 
tail. During this debate, amend¬ 
ments may be moved and voted 
upon. However, amendments can¬ 
not be contrary to the principle of 
the Bill approved by the Legislative 
Assembly during the second read¬ 
ing. If so, they are ruled out of 
order and not considered. Generally, 
amendments made during the Com¬ 
mittee stage make the Bill more 
acceptable, • and thus are more 
readily agreed to by the Govern¬ 
ment and members. During debate 
in Committee, the rules are relax¬ 
ed, and a member may speak more 
than once to the same question. 
Shouldaclauseofj^_Billbecom 
troversial in nature, the debate 
can indeed be a long one. 

Following second reading, there 
is the report stage. However, if 
there are no amendments to a Bill 
in Committee, third reading is pro¬ 
ceeded with. In case of amended 
Bills, the amendments are consider¬ 
ed by the Legislature before third 
reading takes place. A Bill is re¬ 


ported from the Committee of the 
Whole Assembly by the Chairman 
of the Committee, Ashley Cooper, 
M.L.A., Deputy Speaker, to the 
Speaker when he resumes the chair. 

When there are no amendments, 
the Chairman reports in the fol¬ 
lowing manner: "I beg to report 
that the Committee have gone 
through the Hill and directed un¬ 
to report the same." If there are 
amendments, he reports the Bill, 
with its amendments. Should the 
Committee of the Whole Assembly 
he unable to complete the cqnsid- 
eration of a Bill at one sitting, the 
Chairman reports progress in the 
Bill. 

The procedure during “Third 
reading" is very similar to the pro¬ 
cedure during second reading. De¬ 
bate, though permitted, is very li¬ 
mited. At this stage, a Bill is accept¬ 
ed or rejected by means of a voice 
or a division vote or both. A di¬ 
vision vote may be called by any 
three Members opposed to the ver¬ 
bal decision on the Bill, by standing. 
When a division is called, the votes 
are recorded and entered ut>on the 
Votes and Proceedings.
